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REMARKS 

Entry of this Amendment, reconsideratioDi of all grounds of rejection and alloance 
of all the pending claims are respectfully requested m light of the above amendments and 
the following remarks. Claims 1-3, 5-13, 15 and 17-18 remain pending herein. Claims 14 
and 16 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer, and th«r sutgect matter 
incorporated into claim 1. Claims 15 and 17 have been amended to depend fix»m claim 1. 

At the outset, Applicant notes with appreciation the indication in the Final Office 
Action that claims 16-17 recite allowable subject matter. Applicant respectfiiUy submits 
that the incorporate of the subject matter of allowable claim 16 and the amendments to 
daimslS and 17 to now depend from amended claim 1 places all of the pending claims in 
condition for allowance. 

Claims 1, 9-13 and 18 stand rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yamamoto et al (US 5,930,015) CYamamoto") in view of Lee et al 
(U.S. Patent .Publication 2001/0004290 Al, hereinafter "Lee"), with further refererice to 
Ramaswami et al, {Optical Networks: A Practical Per^?ective, 2™* Edition), hereinafter 
"Ramaswami"). Claims 2-3 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C.§103(a) over Yamamoto in 
view of Lee as jqjplied to the claims above, and further in view of Jung et al. (Spectrum- 
sliced bidirectional WDMPON^, Korea Advanced Institute of Science and Technology, 
hereinafter "Jung"). Claitns 5-8 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C.§103(a) as aUegedly being 
obvious over Yamamoto in view of Lee and Jung, and further in view of lannone et al. 
(U.S. 6,147,784) ("lannone"). Claims 14-15 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C.§103(a) as
